Let VIS consider first the use of satellites. 

Vifith our present technology it is estimated, that to raise a 
rochet containing 3^ tons of payload 6,100 tons of conventional 
roclcet fuel would he required. To get a fully epuipped space- 
station into orbit 1,100 miles up would talcc hundreds of 
thousands of tons of fuel. 

Some time hack this project was estimated to cost it,000 
million dollars! That figure has prohg^hly been passed already!. 

But having placed the satellite in orbit, each and every 
T-ton missile to be launched fiiojn the satellite must first be 
raised t_p the space-station, at the cost of I 70 tons of fuel! 

Imagine how much more it would take to raise rockets to the 
moon!. 

Nov/ let us consider the teclmical problem of guiding a 
missile from a moon base to any specific target on earth. 

To guide the missile some means of tracking t,he rocket's 
flight must be employed. This imiolies the use of telescopes 
or radar, and this is where distance and time are crucial 
factors. 

Light and radar waves travel at approximately 186,000 
miles per sec., but even at this terrific speed, by the time 
the rocket is entering the earth's atmosphere, the time-lag 
from when the rocket begins to veer off course to when the 
observer sees it, is over 1 second. A normal reflex (the 
time it takes the brain to receive a message and act on it) 
is about 1/10 second: then it would talce over 1 second for- a 
radio impulse to reach the rocket to put it back on course. 
Altogether the lag would bo about 3 seconds. 

Supposing the rocket entered the atmo-sphere at. 12^,500 
miles per hour, the distance covered before a eorrection could 
hp.mp.de woij.Id be 10, miles^. ^Ap.d there are puite a few.things 
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which Could c-ji'aco the rocket to veer off course .once It entered the 
fitniosphere- a >;arpod fin, a jammed control, ice, an electrical fault 
etc. to name a few. 

The missile v/ould have to travel at a raodorately high speed 
or it could be intercepted, the higher the speed the greater the error 
if the missile begins to wander off target, and the loss time to make 
correction. 


'■ With rockets capable of circling the earth and able .to be landed 
within'anarea of 500 square miles, ( i.e. a circle of 10 miles radius) 
it would be sp:eer v^aste of materials to send rockets to tho moon just 
to fire them back. 

Bosidos, such a base would bo highly vulnerable, not to direct 
attack so much , as to STARVATION .' Both the moon base and the • 

space station , it is presumed, would be dependent for supplies on its 
homeland on earth • 

Supposing country '* A *' attacked country ” B '* by launching 
missiles from thoir space station ( or raoon base)- certainly B would 
not bo long finding out v/ho was attacking her and retaliating. 

And v/here else would B attack first but A's rocket bases , and 
B vrould have a good idea where, they were? 

And where v/ould the V.I.fs. ( industrialists, politicians etc,) 
v;ho start the v;ars go to be safe?. If tn.ey remain in triolr ov/n count, 
ries they stand a good chance of being killed ; if they go to tho raoon 
thoy face starvation , unless they first make a sure test that their 
moon base is self sufficient, before launching an attck . 

And if the war developed into a full scale piuclear war? There 
v/ould be iiihabitable earth v/orth returning to or at least for many 
years after such . 

Vi/hat a gloricms prospect * to roraain on what is ( v/e aro told ) 
a barren airless lump of rock, or to return to a planet devoid of oven 
vestiges of life' in any form .

lo. unless a more economical and more efficient method of pro¬ 
pulsion is found, v;ar bases on the raoon are not practical, and sat¬ 
ellites in a fixed orbit ai'.o too vulnerable . But guided missiles with • 
nuclear heads, earth to earth , esrth to air, air to earth and air to 
air, are all too terribly practical. 

And v/ith all the major nations racing for bigger, more devasta¬

The study of the U.F.O. problem has brought with it a 
most bewildering array of 'unknowns I Unknov;n methods of propulsion, 
speed,Mat. and De-mat; unknown planes of existence that are only 
nev; being suspected and appreciated by we Earthlings. 

It might be well said that it is impossible to think of 
some nev.' 'trick' that the Space Folk might perform v/ithout having 
the very same trickbeing accomplished,socTner or later, and for it to 
be then accepted as a 'fact' of UFOlogy! . 

That many of these tricks run foul of our accepted theo-’ 
ries of Science is well known. Because of this fact it is somewhat 
difficult for a Saucerer,unbedecked with a string' of degrees after 
his name, to gain any recognition for his. work and/or 'idea or theory'. 
If he did have the 'so-very-necessary'string after his name he still 
would not be,heard to raise his voice as very few of that gentry 
care to become,a voice in the Wilderness and a target for Scientific 
Scorn. 

Happilj/, however, there is the Act of Confirmation that 
works in the interests of the Saucerer. For example; If one Willie 
Smith in one part of the world gets a Telepathic m.essage that would 
seem to indicate that it came from a Space Being named Mae Teedle-Pot 
i,t is, needless to say, treated with grave suspect by all. Most of 
all in all possibility, by the self same Willie Smith! After all who 
has heard of a Space Man with a name like THAT?? B'ut then- some time 
later- some other adventurous soul comes out and states that ^ 
thinks he has recieved a message from the self same entity,and,(by 
virtue of the fact of Willie Smith has maintained di'sereet silence) 
as hr. h.-s not ho..rd of Frrdle-"ot it d'’^nnot b. '. I- im.-'c t^'-t t’i 

thc,t the second person h'-s iiist cooiv^d it must br allowed that 

the existanci of toau T. . is at lr_ast possibl. ?. 

Such Confirmations have come, from time to time a.nd from 
other parts of the World, to your Scribe substantiating in no cer-- 
tain manner many of the 'thoughts' and Theories that have been de¬ 
duced after many hours of concentration. One such:; confirmation is 
the reasern for this script. 

•It all happened this way! 

On sever8-l different occasions 'queer' noises were heard 
on a tape recording that had been made during a Talk on the UFO pro¬ 
blem. Sometimes these noises were heard during a recording of a 
group medit8.tion; sometimes when.nothing was being recorded. 

The noises have ranged over quite a large vista of sound, 

On one'such recording the 'noise' v;'as very similar to 
what might be expected from 'Mosey' alighting and taking-off_from 
the Microphone front cover. Efforts to duplicate the sound with a 
mosquito were of no avail— it did not sound the same. 
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/U^'THALIAP GAUCE? HECOHD\ 

Similar sounds were recorded, with variations, on three diff- 
erentrecorders with two different microphones andin tw^ different 
houses!. Very persistant these noises?. Very polite, ton, as they t 

never interupted our conversauion.. They always waited until w_e were 
quiet before t hey had there say. 

During a recording of a UFO talk a series of elfin sounds were 
heardthat sounded like a very high speed high pitched morse code. In 
an attempt to 'read' the cede,and locate the offending station, the 
tape was played back at one quarter the recorded speed. V/hat v/as 
heard then was no_t morse code but a series of tinkling chiMcs such 
as one would expect to hear from a very small bell. 

I can say, with some certainty, that there was no fault in 
the equipment in any vi/ay. The extraneous noises were not tape noises 
nor were they 'the product of faulty erasure or any of like defects 
with which I am more than familiar and capable of recognising. • 

Like the aformentioned V/.G. and his phenomena, this one has 
not recievod any great publicity --until now --as it is now very 
cbviuos that s ome one e lse has. had confirmatery experience. In brief, 
•'noises' have been recorded on tape in England that have all t'ne ea.r- 
marks of these recorded here. 

These are the basic facts. 

The gentleman concerned is a Mr Phillip Pledgers of Sir V/ill- 
iam Hill, Grindleferd' (near Sheffield) England. Mr Hedgers at the 
age of 41, is a'brilliant musician a.nd is employed, in giving lec¬ 
tures and concerts in vari.uos cchoclsj- by the Sheffield and Derby¬ 
shire Education- authorities. He is ranked in Europes top three Recorder 
players and regularly broadcasts for the E.B.G. and Radio Eireann. 

He also travels the continent for dates on other networks. 

From this you will realise^ that Mr T'edgers is a keen musician 
and, it is claimed, he has extra keen hearing. Thus it is all the 
more interesting to know that the sounds that he heers from, the tape 
recordings are not heard by him v/hilst they are being recorde d. 

.What does he do?. How are the rocordings made?. On an ordin¬ 
ary recorder a.nd by just placing his microphone on the window sill 
and keeping perfectly quiet. 

V/hat has he recoded? V/ell,I will quote from the "Saucer Review" 

-And then it happened. Wo }ieard an odd typo of transmitter 

click ana then a faint ethereal voice spoke quite distinctly "SHIP 
IS .REAL PEOPLE". Our host rewound the tape and played it again- Ship » 
is real people" with each word sharply clipped off by a weird voice". 

Many people have heard these recordings; 4 E.3.C. Engineer, 
a cynical metallurgist, officials of astronomical societies, physic • 
^research people a,s v/ell as the compiller of the a-rticlc, Bernard 
Smith. They have all heo,rd these recordings and many more and have 
all left with a headache and in a,mazem.ent. 

Here is a further quote from tho article. "SHOCK No 1.- 

.Although Phillips hearing is extra sensitive HE; rarely actually hears 
anything. It is only the Microphone which 'hears' the voices, so rec¬ 
ords them on the tape to be.played later SHOCK .Ho 2. Phillips always 
announces with a tiine check'when he begins recording and on one such 
occasion he discovered the.t a voice had immediately followed it uj) 
with another check giving the timo on a 24 hour cl'ock. The voice 
made a mistake, and corrected itself!" End of this quote. 










A gi;jfantic hoax?. Well, you might well feel that this is ’Just ' 
tco muoii ts believe] ' H owever Mr. Rodgers wrote to Lord Di^wdlngj^ 
who was well aware ©f Mr. Rodgers reputation, telling him of his ' 
findings. Lord Dowding was interested and replied suggesting that 
s©me independent person with a different tape recorder might try 
the same experiment. 

The result was that John Musgrave, Head of the Topicalities 3ept, 
of the B.B.C., together with an assistant went to the home, of Mr, « 
Rodgers tO' make an interview. 

Again I quote from’the article. "— then came SHOCK No 3. John 
Musgrave's microphone (plaocd on the window sill received an 
ear-spliting "HELLO,’" in a child’s voice. There were no children 
about a'nd in any case the two men would have heard any normal shout. 
As it was, only the microphone "heard" the voice". 

This particula.r incident was confirmed by the B.B.C who £;tated 
that John M. had summed up the recordings as —"Fantastic!", 

Mr, Rodgers, wildly enthusiastic about it all, describes the 
sounds as "— resembling faint Morse signals, Strange tremoli, 
short musical figures, hums, booms, clicks and crashes of a kind 
I have never heard before". And as to the ’voices’ that he has rec¬ 
orded he has this to say; "In the main they speak a language 
different from any I knew.It ha.s many dipthongs with very few 
consonants. It is decidedly nasal and is■sung rather than spoken. 
Their music is different from any I have heard, being thoroughly 
diatonic but un rhythmic . Phrases I have recorded are distinctly 
modernistic by our standards". 

There you have it. What was that?."Music?" you say! Yes, that 
is quoted as SCHOCK No. 4 when what sounded like a childrens’ choir 
was ’picked up’ by the microphone. An exhaustive check on all 
radio programs at that time failed to reveal any_similar program 
being en the air at that time. Accidental recording of a sing song 
is ruled out as Phillips Mic. does not pick up noises or sounds 
from the Village below a.nd, unknown to him, this was checked up 
on by John Musgrave. 

That about fills in the strange case of Sir William Hill other 
than to say that in many w .ys it bears out some of my own record¬ 
ings and, most probable, SOME OF YOURS???. 

Lets take a closer look, at the whole thing and see what 
constructive evidence is to be found in this weird story. 

Firstly. It^would seem that it is NOT some peculiarity in the 
recorder used aS substantiating results w « obtained on a different 
and possibly, more professional machine. However, does it not seem 
strange that John Musgrave has not hfxd similar 'troubles' before? 

It would seem that the locality may play an important part. What 
would be the result, I wonder, if Phillip were to take his recorder 
down into the Village?. 

Secondly From the evidence it may be deduced that it is quite 
necessary to open the window (?) and place the mic. on the sill. I 
would take it that no signals are to be heard if this is not done. * 
Are we to a.ssume, therefor, that a pane of glass is a barrier to the 
invisable entities whose 'voices' it is claimed are recorded?, I 
should think that this would be a simple thing to ever come to any 
of the Spaco People, 

Then again in SHOCK 1 we are given a very criptic message,Framed 
as it is, it would not seem to bespeak of a very great understanding 
of our tongue. This would seem to be rather to the contrary of what

Ui'O - v’lo ; rc ■ croQited wild a far grO-ater knowledge than v;e are. 

The sane lino of thought may ho followed in SCHOCK No. 2 where 
the voice 'Made a mistake'. In SCKOCK No. 3; the 'Ear-splitting' 
"HELLO" again makes one. feel that a greater amount of intelligence 
would 'have been conveyed by entities that arc above us in evolution 
and technical development. Why should they even bother to just ' 
ina.nely shout in such a manner?. 

As far aS' I am concerned I do feel sure that Mr. Rodgers DID and 
DOES record something that is not of this ken. I do not think it is 
from the inmates ,of the Saucers; I think it is from other Etheric 
Entities of a much lov;er plane. 

Considerable thought has been given to the whole thing and from 
the wrinkling of the Gray Matter have come these thoughts, which are 
handed on for the interest of those who are - interested!. 

In one place in the article it was stated that Mr. Rodgers rarely 
actually 'hears' the voices etc. By implication we may a.ssnne that 
on some occasions e has hoard them?. Maybe■these tiiaes coincide 
with a hightening of his ov/n perception and, if so, it would indicate 
that the sounds are not so very far above our normal hearing range 
of frequencies. 

How these 'Strato-sounds' m^ight be brought dov/n to our level is 
an interesting problem. The an. ver would seem to be in Heterodyning 
them with a suitable freoucncy so tha.t the resultant beats would 
fall in our audible spectrum. 

A clue as to how this might have come to pass in the case just 
reported . could lay in the fact that all tape reciorders have v^hat. is 
known as a Super-sonic Oscillator that is only in action whilst the 
equipment is a.ctually recording or, rather, in a recording condition. 

The powers output from this section would be far to great, in its 
applied form to the tope, to be of any rcat use in heterodyning a 
a weak signal such o,s is indicated by Mr. Rodgers. But, due'to leak¬ 
age and•capacitive effects p, very small amount of this high-frequency 
energy is present in the input circuit of most tn.pe recorders. That 
is to s.oy; it is present in the MICROPHONE C.TRCUIT. It could then 
well be thp.t the nccedsary mixing of the two signals takes place 
within the microphone itself?. This is .all the more likely in the. 
case of a crysto.l raic, particulo.rly if it is of the Sound Call t.ype 
wherein the Crystp.! unit is the sound pick-'up device and is not the 
element that converts the Mechanical Movement of a diaphragm into 
electrical impulses, 

Conceivably therefor, a shitable mixer might be designed where 
in the signals from, the Mic. are fed into a. circuit whore they are 
mixed with a controlled amount of a higher frequency (which in turn 
should be adjust.p.ble to find just wha.t frequ.ency provides the great¬ 
est output) and the result,ant then fed into the norm.el inlet on the 
recorder. This is reelly quite worth the while to at least think 
about and, perhaps experim.ont with. 

Two questions are still with me, hov/ever. Tho first is if the 
recording was MONITORED (with earphones etc.) v;ould the 'voices' 
be heard? Secondly, as a.ll the va.rious sounds that I have recorded 
have been in .a closed room and not on the window-sill, is the 
origin of these noises the sa.me as these of Mr. Rodgers' recordings?.
